Hospital As Kennedy 


Jack Ruby, killer of Presi-+ 
dent John F, Kennedy’s accus- 
ed assassin, died Tuesday, ra- 
vaged by cancer and finally kille 
ed by a blood clot, 

He insisted until the endthat 
he was part of no plot, that he 
acted alone, that an accident of 
timing and a surge of blinding 


passion caused him to shoot ! 


Lee Harvey Oswald, Ruby 
yearned for ‘‘class’’ but found 
instead notoriety as an assase 
sin of Oswald, 

Ruby had been convicted of 
murdering Oswald and given a 
death sentence in his first trial 
in Dallas in March 1964, 

An autopsy showed the im- 
mediate cause of death was a 
blocd clot that broke loose in 
Ruby’s right leg and coursed 
into a lung. The autopsy also 
showed extensive cancer in both 
lungs, in the lymph nodes and 
through the liver, Earlier, Doc- 
tors had said Ruby’s pancreas 
also was cancerous. Doctors 
said Ruby’s steadily weakening 
condition and loss of a pound 
a day for the past two weeks 
prompted them to summon his 
family to the hospital over the 
New Year’s weekend, 

One witness of the autopsy 


Zs 

estimated the clot stretched 
from Ruby’s ankle to his pele 
vis, plugging up the entire ar- 
tery before it broke and lodged 
in his lung, 

Ruby’s physician saidhe was 
jovial Tuesday morning, had a 
bath and ordered eggs for 
breakfast. He said the abrupt 
death was not unusual in cases 
such as Ruby’s. A lawyer state 
ed Ruby looked 80 years old in 
his last days, He was only 55, 

Ruby stepped from a crowd 
of newsmen and officers, jabbe 
ed a snub nosed ,32 caliber 
revolver ta Oswald’s abdomen 
and killed him with one shot on 
November 24, 1963, two days 
after Oswald was accused of ase 
sassinating [President Kennedy.

Joseph. As the white men move 
ad into his beloved land, he 
resisted their encroachment 
with a skill and a stubborn- 
ness born of desperation that 
gained him the admiration of 
friend and foe alike, He was 
finally placed on a reservation 
where he died in 1904, 

Of late, there has been some 
question whether he actually 
died in 1904 or at some later 
date, To one historian, the ques= 
tion is irrelevant because Chief 
Joseph, “From the time he 
was incarcerated , . . and not 
permitted to return to Wallowa 
after the defeat of the Nez 
Perces by the U.S, Army... 
he was just existing, his spirit 
had gone, The great man wetell 
of in history had died.’ In short, 
when Chief Joseph was depriv- 
ed of his freedom, he no lon. 
ger desired to live, 

The artificial security ofthe 
reservation, where he was gua~ 
ranteed three meals a day, was 
no substitute for freedom, Is 
there not a lesson in the story 
of Chief Joseph for all of us? 
We place a high value on ma~ 
terial security - so high that 
we are permitted ourselves to 
be enmeshed in an intricate web 
of restriction, taxes and wel- 
fare programs that oneday may 
make us all inmates of a vast 
reservation, Can our spirit ace 
cept incarceration any more 
than that of the Indian Chief, 
who could not live without free- 
dom?

TABLE TOP ACCIDENTS

When Staff Sergeant 
Douglas L, Luthi saw an 
Air Force jet accidentally 
drop a bomb cannister on 
Tan Uyen village in Viet- 
nam, he and two others 
in his unit raced tothe area, 
The cannister, which is a 


container for several 
hundred bomblets, had 
wounded several dozen 


Vietnamese civilians and 
scattered about 300 unex. 


ploded bomblets in their 
midst. 
Sergeant Luthi, of Eu- 


faula, Alabama, earned the 
Soldier’s Medal December 
9 for his actions that Juiy 
1, The Soldier’s Medal is 
awarded for heroism not 
involving actual conflict 
with an armed enemy, 

Upon reaching the area, 
he promptly began treat- 
ment of the injured, al- 
though an irate villager 
began shooting at him, The 
Vietnamese District Chief 
realized Sergeant  Luthi 
was in danger and hurried 
him to a safer spot. But 
he returned immediately 
and continued treating the 
wounded, When the medi- 
cal helicopters arrived, he 
helped carry litters and 
aided in the loading of 
the ambulance, 

He then’ searched the 
area to ensure that every- 
one had been treated and 
evacuated. 

Sergeant Luthi, a medi- 
cal advisor with Advisory 
Team 98, entered the Army 
in July, 1960, and was last 
assigned in Germany,

to be used by all agencies 
and systems participating 
in the network, This same 
group established operat- 
ing procedures to maxi- 
mize accuracy and dis- 
cipline in the system, 

The exchange of crimi- 
nal information among en- 


tection and electronic 
achievement in the fight 
against crime and lawless~ 
ness. It also serves as a 
symbol of the cooperative 
spirit prevailing among en- 
forcement officials as they 
unite their efforts to mod- 
ernize and improve 
enforcement techniques, 
The FBI center is not 
a total information depot or 
repository, Rather, itis a

“The best soil fertility 
program is to soil test to 
determine fertilizer and 
lime needs and then follow 
soil test recommenda- 


Casaday reminds grow- 
ers that soybean seedlings 
are easily damaged by fer- 
tilizer, causing a poor 
stand, 

“Make certain fertiliz- 
er in a band at planting 
is spaced at least three 
inches to the side and three 
inches below the seed, If 
safe placement cannot be 
accomplished with the fer- 
tilizer equipment, then 
broadcast the fertilizer be- 
fore planting or apply it 
to the crop preceding the 
beans,”’

When you visit Ala- 
bama’s most famous post 
Office at Mooresville, you 
don’t have to worry about 
watching for traffic lights, 
slipping on steep steps or 
remembering combi- 
nations to tightly-locked 
metal call boxes, 

Reason: There aren’t 
any. 

Set between two thriv- 
ing cities, Decatur and 
Huntsville, Mooresville is 
a pocket of tradition fea- 
turing ante-bellum man- 
sions, quaint cottages and 
the original post office 
which has served one of 
Alabama’s oldest incorpo- 
rated towns for almost 150 
years, 

North Alabama pioneers 
took rough-hewn timbers 
and built their own post 
office. Many of their de- 
scendants still pick up mail 
from the same wooden 
boxes used by the first 
residents who rented them, 

Chartered in 1818, 
Mooresville has boasted 
many famous residents in- 
cluding Thomas Bibb, 
second governor of Ala- 
bama, 

Bibb built Belle Mina, 
one of Mooresville’s hand- 
somest homes, in 1826, Its 
massive columns have cen- 
ters of enduring poplar 
logs. 

Two other town land- 
marks are Leftwich House 
and McCrary House. Built 
in 1840, the McCrary 
mansion has an outside 
kitchen and a log smoke- 
house. Once a general 
store, the two storied Left- 
wich was reconstructed in 
the 1940’s, 

Mooresville also has 
many smaller cottages and 
several famous churches, 
Most of the cottages look 
much as they did a century 
ago. 

General James A, Gar- 
field preached several 
sermons in one of the 
town’s white framed 
churches during the War 
Between the States. He 
later became the 20th 
president of the United 
States, Visitors can see 
Garfield’s Bible inside the 
church, which was the first 
of Christ es- 
in Alabama,

Alabama’s first womangovere- 
nor in what promises to be the 
biggest show than any that has 
ever taken place before in the 
State of Alabama, She becomes 
Alabama’s first, and the nae 
tion’s third woman governor 
next Monday, 

There'll be 195 bands, 90 flo» 
ats and an average of four au- 
tomobiles per county for digni- 
taries, That’s 27 more bands 
than the total that feted her 
husband four years ago, but 
three fewer floats than were 
present at the George Wallace 
inauguration, 

The day-long ceremonies
